FOREWORD 


In  presenting  this,  my  second  annual  catalogue  of  dahlias, 
I wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  those  who  have  made  its  publi- 
cation necessary. 

There  are  many  new  varieties  listed,  especially  in  the  cac- 
tus and  paeony- flowered  sections,  and  some  that  were  listed 
last  year  have  been  discarded;  not  because  they  were  not 
good,  but  because  others  are  better.
